The range of service implied, not that 
INSURANCE MEDICAL PRACTICE which a particular man was capable of undertaking, but 
Lecture to Students by Dr. R. G. Chase the kind of service of which general practitioners as a 
At St. Bartholomew's Hospital Medical School on class were capable. A necessary qualification to this, 
however, was emergency treatment. In an emergency the 


January 13th a lecture on ‘‘ Insurance practice ’’ was 
delivered to students and recently qualified medical men 
by Dr. R. G. Cuase, a member of the London Insurance 
and Panel Committees. Those attending the lecture 
numbered over a hundred, and Dr. Chase’s concise and 
practical exposition was much appreciated. His exhibi- 
tion, in rapid sequence, of the numerous cards and forms 
of various kinds which the insurance doctor is required to 
use moved his undergraduate audience to laughter, but 
Dr. Chase emphasized the need for treating this part of 
the practitioner’s obligation with all due respect. 


Dr. Chase began by pointing out that insurance practice 
did not differ from ordinary general practice. There was no 
question in insurance work of treating an insured patient 
in any different way from that in which a private patient 
of the same class would be treated. There was no element 
of charity in national insurance ; it was a business con- 
tract. He gave some figures to illustrate the vast scale 


of insurance practice. The amount paid to insurance practi- 
tioners during 1930 was £6,447,330 ; the number of insured 
persons was 14,550,000, of whom 13 per cent. were in 
London. Insurance practice from the point of view of 
remuneration did not bear a bad relationship to the fees 
paid for patients of a similar class in private practice, and 
there were no bad debts, nor was there any trouble in 
collecting accounts. Every qualified doctor had a right 
to go on to the panel, with the exception of those who, 
for some breach of the Regulations, having been previously 
on the panel, had had their names removed. The 
authorities, both medical and lay, were very jealous for 
the reputation of the service, and once a man was removed 
from the panel he had extreme difficulty in getting back. 


RANGE oF SERVICE 

The range of service included all proper and necessary 
medical services other than those requiring special skill 
or experience of a degree or kind which general practi- 
tioners could not, as a class—that last phrase was impor- 
tant—reasonably be expected to possess. Those to whom 
he was speaking were about to go out into general practice 
with a knowledge of the latest methods of diagnosis and 


practitioner might be called on for quite exceptional 
services. For example, in a case of laryngeal obstruction, 
it was the practitioner’s duty, assuming, of course, that 
there was no possibility of getting the patient into skilled 
hands in time to save his life, to do a tracheotomy, 
whether he had special skill or not. Dr. Chase recalled 
the case of a doctor—a capable surgeon—who reported 
on the usual form that he had operated on a case of 
appendicitis which was of an urgent character. But he 
was not allowed to charge for the operation, because, 
although it was one beyond the skill commonly possessed 
by the general practitioner, he had reported it as an 
emergency. 

With regard to insured patients in general, Dr. Chase 
gave it as his experience that if the practitioner played 
the game with them, they would play the game with him. 
In general, they were considerate to their doctor. Very 
commonly, however, they suffered from an_ inferiority 
complex, which manifested itself rather violently when 
they made a complaint. If the practitioner was out at the 


_ theatre in the evening when he was sent for, the remark 


would be, ‘‘ If I had been a private patient he would have 


come ’’ ; or if the practitioner failed to take the patient’s 


temperature, the remark again was, “‘ If I had been a 
private patient it would have been done.”’ 
one, therefore, to be very careful in making it clear that 
there was no difference in treatment or in other respects 
between one’s private and one’s insured patients. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE SERVICE 

Dr. Chase next gave a rough outline of the organization 
of national health insurance. The Minister of Health was 
at the head, and in his appointment were regional medical 
cfficers, through whom direct contact was obtained 
between the Minister and those working the insurance 
medical service. On medical matters the Minister obtained 
advice from the Insurance Acts Committee, representing 
all the different groups of Panel Committees of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. The Insurance Acts Com- 
mittee now met in London about six times a year, and 
discussed all difficult points about the Regulations, if 
necessary, with the Minister. On the other side, there 
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was the Association of Insurance Committees ; these com- 
mittees contained representatives of insured persons, 
medical practitioners, county councils, and the Ministry. 
The practitioner’s agreement, which was a simple docu- 
ment, was made with the Insurance Committee of his 
area ; another document was the Terms of Service, 
uniform for the whole of the area covered by the Ministry 
of Health. There were two other agreements: those 
concerned with the allocation scheme and the distribution 
scheme. The former was a scheme for allocating patients 
to a particular doctor if they themselves had not taken 
the trouble to go upon any doctor’s list, and the latter 
provided for the method of remunerating the doctor by the 
Insurance Committee. There was one other body to be 
remembered, with which he hoped those present would 
never come in contact—namely, the Medical Service Sub- 
committee of the Insurance Committee, which heard com- 
plaints against practitioners and against patients. It con- 
sisted of three doctors and three representatives of insured 
persons, with an independent chairman. The evidence 
given before that subcommittee was not on oath, but the 
p7oceedings were fairly stringent, and it might, in some 
cases, recommend either the infliction of a fine on the 
practitioner, amounting to as much as £100, or removal 
from the panel. The patient was rarely fined, because 
there was no method of obtaining the money from him. 


REMUNERATION : RECORDS AND PRESCRIPTIONS 

The lecturer next described the manner in which the 
remuneration was calculated, and pointed out that the 
Insurance Committee was very strict in its inquiries if 
there was any suspicion of canvassing. If a practitioner’s 
list increased much beyond the usual regular and expected 
rate, questions were likely to be asked. He then carried 
through, for the benefit of his audience, the case of a 
patient who came for the first time for treatment. This 
patient might state that he was an insured person, but 
had not got his medical card, which was his title to 
treatment. The practitioner was not entitled, in such 
circumstances, to charge for attendance without giving 
an official receipt for the money. This was given on a 
green form, which enabled the patient to obtain the 
return of his money if it was proved that he was entitled 
to treatment. When on the next occasion he brought 
his card, he would be added to the list. If, in a town, 
he lived more than two miles from the surgery, it would 
be not very expedient for the practitioner to accept him. 
Ii for that or any reason the practitioner did not accept 
him, he had three obligations: he must tell him of a 
near doctor to whom he could go, he must treat him 
for the time being, and he must notify the Insurance 
Committee of his refusal to accept. When the patient 
was accepted a form of medical record was provided, upon 
which was kept a report of all attendances and visits on 
account of that patient. Dr. Chase laid stress on the need 
for punctilious care in filling up these records. The 
regional medical officers inspected them periodically, and 
counted up the number of attendances and visits, from 
which the Ministry got an idea as to the amount of work 
done by the practitioner, and on that knowledge the 
remuneration of insurance practitioners was, in part, 


as well as to his patient, to fill up those records. 

He next described the procedure with regard to prescrip- 
tions. For anything prescribed which was more than 
ordinarily expensive, the practitioner might be called upon 
to give an explanation. If, for example, insulin had to be 
given for a diabetic patient, it meant that the drug 
account would be increased, but it was only necessary 
for the practitioner to explain the circumstances. On the 
cther hand, ff a practitioner insisted on ordering expensive 
drugs when ordinary drugs would be equally efficacious, 
he was liable to be surcharged. Inquiry into prescribing 
was carried out by the Panel Committee in conjunction 
with the regional medical officer. 


CERTIFICATION 
On the subject of certification, Dr. Chase pointed out 
that although the intermediate certificates were given 
weekly, there was no need for them to be given on the

The patient could be told that he had a right to go to th, 
hospital, or that the practitioner could perform the 0 
tion for him, but in that case the practitioner must be 
paid a fee. If the operation was performed by the practi 
tioner, a form had to be sent to the Insurance Committee 
to show that he was qualified to perform the service. 
The qualifications were either that he was on the staff 
of a hospital of more than fifty beds, that he had recent| 
undertaken a course of instruction which covered this 
particular subject, or that he was recognized locally as 
being capable of doing such work. The fee for the SETViceg 
of the anaesthetist came out of the general funds of the 
panel ; the patient did not have to pay that. Perha 
the patient went later to a convalescent home, in which 
case a special certificate was given, extending over fourteen 
days, so that practically he could be three weeks away 
on the one certificate. If the patient developed some 
condition which necessitated dental attention and Claimed 
dental benefit, it was the practitioner’s business to ive 
him a certificate for dental treatment, whereupon the 
society would give the patient a letter to a dentist on the 
panel, and the practitioner might be asked to attend and 
give the anaesthetic ; dental anaesthesia was not included 
in the benefit. With regard to the final certificate, Dr 
Chase said that this must never be given to a patient 
who had already gone back to work. He also emphasized 
the great necessity of giving a certificate only after 
examination of the patient. 

The case of pregnancy was a special one. It was the 
practitioner’s business to determine whether the pregnant 
woman was fit to continue work, and this was decided on 
any complication she might have, on the nature of her 
work, and on any obstetric history that could be obtained, 
The pregnant woman had no right to sickness benefit on 
the sole ground of pregnancy ; to receive such benefit, she 
must be incapable of work. Attendance at a confinement 
was not an insurance service, and the practitioner could 
charge confinement fees. During the period of confine. 
ment the woman received maternity benefit, which was 
quite different from sickness benefit ; but at the end of 
four weeks, if she was still unfit, she could go on to 
sickness benefit. 

Other points made by Dr. Chase included the responsi- 
bility of the practitioner for the acts of his assistants. If 
a message was not delivered to him by his servant it was 
his (the practitioner's) responsibility, for which he might 
be called to account. It was necessary for him to make 
arrangements to cover his absences. Very often in practice 
one practitioner would have a standing arrangement with 
a local colleague to act as deputy for him. He described 
the procedure in transferring from one list to another, 
with the passing on of all forms of medical record, also 
the arrangements for emergency treatment. Very often 
in a locality the insurance practitioners had an arrange- 
ment whereby they treated each other's emergencies 
without charge; in other cases charges were made 
according to a definite laid-down scale of fees. 

His final point was to re-emphasize the importance of 
the certificate. Each certificate was really a blank cheque 
for a certain amount, and the practitioner who was lax 
or careless in his certification was guilty of a very grave 
fault. 

An opportunity was given for questions at the close of 
the lecture. Dr. ReGinatp Hirton, who presided, cited 
the case of a patient who came “‘ for a bottle of medicine,” 
saving that he wanted a tonic, perhaps adding that he had 
been on the panel for a number of years and had nevef 
had any benefit, and thought he was entitled to a bottle 
of medicine. If the doctor refused, was he liable to have 
a complaint made against him on the ground that he had 
refused to give the patient a tonic? Dr. Cuase replied 
that the doctor himself must decide by examination 
whether the patient required medicine. It was of no use 
to take the patient’s word for it ; the decision must rest

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CERTIFICATION WITHOUT EXAMINATION 
Disciplinary Action against Three Practitioners 
Medical Service Subcommittee for East Sussex has 
heen investigating a complaint raised by an approved 

«ty as to the action of three medical practitioners in 
eq series of monthly certificates without seeing the 
tients. In each of the cases the patient was suffering 
m chronic disease, causing incapacity for work through- 
gut the whole of the period, and it was admitted that the 
aciety had not sustained loss through the payment of 
penefit in circumstances in which it was not properly 

able ; also that in none of the cases was there much, 
if any, prospect of active treatment arresting the disease ; 
nor was treatment required for alleviating pain or pre- 
yenting suffering. 

In the case of the first practitioner, the patient was 
an elderly woman suffering from advanced rheumatoid 
athritis, and was confined to the house. The certificates, 
dating from November, 1936, to May, 1931, stated that 
the practitioner had examined the patient on the dates 
yamed, but, in fact, he had not seen her. He had, how- 
ever, before issuing the certificates, satisfied himself by 
inquiry of the Queen’s nurses that there had been no 
change in the patient’s condition. 

In the case of the second practitioner, the patient was 
aman, aged 57, suffering from carcinoma of the stomach. 
Five certificates were given between January and May, 
1931, during which time the practitioner had not visited 
the patient, nor had the patient been to the surgery, but 
the practitioner had seen the patient walking about the 
village. The certificates were given to the patient's wife, 
who called, at the surgery each month. 

In the third case, the patient was a man, aged 58, 
suffering from hernia, haemorrhoids, epileptic fits at 
intervals, and other ailments. Eleven certificates were 
given between October, 1930, and July, 1931, for which 
the patient’s wife called at the surgery. 

The subcommittee found that the certificates were not 
accurate, because each of them stated that the practi- 
tier had that day examined the patient when, in fact, 
he had not done so. The practitioners concerned in the 
second and third cases frankly admitted their fault. The 
attitude of the first practitioner was rather less satis- 
factory. He appeared to think that he could throw some 
of his responsibility on to the Queen’s nurses, and that 
the breach was a purely technical one, a view to which 
the subcommittee could lend no countenance. The sub- 
committee further pointed out that all three practitioners 
were already availing themselves of the relaxation of the 
ordinary rule requiring weekly certificates, a relaxation 
which showed that provision was made for cases of chronic 
incapacity. The obligation imposed on the first practi- 
tioner to visit once a month a patient who was practically 
bed-ridden could not, in the subcommittee’s view, be con- 
sidered unduly onerous, and, apart from the necessity for 
issuing certificates, the subcommittee thought it might 
well be regarded as the duty of medical men to visit their 
patients when their condition required it. In the other 
two cases the practitioner was not under an obligation to 
call on the patient, but the patient was under an obliga- 
tion to present himself at the surgery, and the practi- 
tioner should have insisted on his doing so. In the case 
of the second practitioner there might have been some 
feeling that attendance at the surgery would have an 
adverse effect on the patient’s mental condition, for he 
had at times suffered from mental aberration ; moreover, 
this practitioner did actually see the patient within the 
period, though not in the professional sense. 
The Insurance Committee, on the findings of its sub- 
committee, decided to inform each of the practitioners 
that such conduct on the part of any medical man, 
amounting to the issue of certificates containing false 
and misleading statements, was deserving of grave censure. 
The circumstances in which the certificates were issued 
had been considered, but it was held that they furnished 
no excuse for laxity. It was decided to recommend the 
Minister of Health to withhold a sum of ten guineas in 
the first case, five guineas in the second, and seven guineas 


e 


in the third. 


INSURANCE MEDICAL PRACTICE AND 
APPROVED SOCIETIES 
The October Panel Conference expressed the opinion 
that steps should be taken to improve co-operation 
between the different parties to the National Health 
Insurance Acts with a view to removing grounds for 
criticism, and as a result the Insurance Acts Com- 
mittee urged Panel Committees to endeavour to arrange 


sentatives of approved societies, members of Insurance 
Committees, and insurance practitioners. Several highly 
successful conferences of this nature have already been 
held, notably in Rutland, in Rotherham, and in Derby ; 
and similar conferences have been arranged to take place 
in the immediate future in Warwickshire, Norwich, and 
Ayrshire for the purpose of discussing various questions 
regarding medical certification. 

It is beginning to be realized that such joint meetings 
are the best means of securing mutual understanding 
and effective co-operation between those who share the 
responsibility for the work of national health insurance.

The honorary charities secretary (Dr. WARREN), who, with 
Dr. Mearns Fraser, organizes the social functions of the 
Division, announced that as a result of the annual dance 
there was £100 available for medical charities, and handed 
to the chairman a cheque for that amount. The meeting 
decided that this should be forwarded to the Medical Charities 
Fund. <A hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Drs.

EARLY REFERENCES AND ALL THAT 

Str,—Don't we take Authority too seriously? We give 
it a capital letter, and consequently are self-impresscd—and 
suppressed! How often do any of us attempt to analyse 
Authority? I have been having a shot at it, with considerable 
profit and amusement. I have exchanged letters with a 
D.M.O. ; badinage with an R.M.O.; other letters with the 
Supreme Head of one of the greatest of the Great Approved 
Societics. It has been most illuminating. 

How many of us, I wonder, realize that the R.M.2, which 
comes to us so irritatingly often, bearing the official address 
of the D.M.O., and having his name printed at the bottom, 
has been sent, quite often, not from that official address at 
all, but from the headquarters of an approved society ; and 
that it has been filled in and sent out by a clerk, not of the 
Ministry, but of the approved society? I, a panel doctor, and 
consequently a suspected person, offer no comment; but 
I wonder what would happen to any of us who dealt similarly 
with official documents. Certainly I have always felt shy 
of replying, on personally confidential questions, to a reputedly 
official document which bore no signature. 

Again, how many insured persons know that the alleged 
Ministry document, bearing a Ministry address, and carrying 
a Ministry doctor’s name (printed as aforesaid), to wit, the 
R.M.3, may have come, and sometimes has come, direct from 
an approved society, and not, as it is made to appear, trom 
the official ministerial address?

Is it generally known that ‘‘ referring ’’ is done—so far, at 
any rate, as one Great Approved Society is concerned—without 
any collaboration at all with the local officers of that society) 
No attempt is made to find out what sort of doctor nid 
certified ; what sort of record the insured person has, The 
business appears to be done on purely rule-of-thumb methods 
This, of course, is denied. I have been assured that the most 
careful discrimination is exercised. 

Very well. One of my patients was “’ signed on” on 
November 20th; her certificate was posted to London on 
November 2Ist; it was received there on November 23rd, 
The R.M.2 and R.M.3, bearing the official Ministry address 
and printed name of D.M.O., were sent from the office of 
the approved society on the same date, November 23rd—that 
is, by return of post. In the course of my correspondence 
with the head of that approved society IT was informed that 
the sick visitor had called on the patient on November 24th, 
and the plea was actually put forward that the ‘‘ reference” 
of November 23rd was in some way the outcome of the sick 
visitor’s visit on November 24th. It seems unbelievable ; but 
I have the documents in my possession. 

I submit that Authority (Excessive Sickness Department) 
must be closely related to the Queen in Alice in Wonderland, 
Apparently the idea has got about that if it says something 
sufficiently often, and sufficiently loud, it will get away with 
it. And it does! But shall that amazing state of affairs 
continue? My practice for some time has been to see the bluff 
of Authority ; and it has been working. It takes time, but 
it affords me amusement ; and my “ referred ’’ patients get 
most careful and most sympathetic attention. I commend 
that practice to others. 

Officially, D.M.O.’s and R.M.O’s are semi-sacred creatures 
incapable of error. Panel dectors—good enough to trea sick 
persons and to sign death certificates—are untrustworthy, and 
consequently not good enough so far as sickness certification js 
concerned. In practice, the average R.M.O., even the average 
D.M.O., is a human creature when he forgets to play at being 
a bureaucrat ; and it is probable that he makes no more 
mistakes than does the average panel doctor ; but actually 
he is human, and so capable of error. This, though heretical, 
is true!—I am, etc.,
